KIEV, Russia, via Moscow, Nov. 29 — (A P )— 
About five miles outside Kiev to the south not 
far from the Dnieper river is one of the most 
horrible places in the world today . 
It is called “Babii Yar (W ench’s R avine).” 
There, the Russians say , between 60,000 and 80,000 
Jew s w ere killed by die nazis and their bodies 
were later burned. 
I have been there, but I’ll let the story tell 
itself. 
We first w ere escorted there by Prof. Pavel 
Aloshin, the chief architect for the reconstruction 
of the Ukraine. 
He has little blue ey es and a 
m erry smile despite the fact th at he had been 
here during the whole tim e of the G erm an occu­ 
pation. 


“I w ant y ou to see Babii Yar," he said. 
“1 1 
can’t ex plain it. and I can’t ex plain why the i 
G erm ans did such a thing.” 
We got out of our cars and walked over a 
trench which the G erm ans had throw n up to de­ 
fend the highw ay when the red arm y drove upon 
K iev from the south. Bey ond the trench was a 
ravine about 40 feet deep, about 400 feet wide 
and half a m ile long w here it ran into a deeper, 
w ider ravine. 
He did not know w hy it w as called Babii Yar. 
“In Septem ber, 19 41,” said Aloshin, “thousands 
of Jew s w ere brought here. 
T heir clothes w ere 
rem oved and in sm all groups they w ere mowed 
down by autom atic gunners. 
Then they were 
buried. 
R ecently they w ere dug up and burned 


by the G erm ans w anting to destroy all the evi­ 
dence.” 
We asked him how he first heard of the slay ­ 
ings, and he said he heard about it from a G er­ 
m an 
architect 
who 
bragged 
about 
the 
mass 
m urders. 
“First the people’s clothes w ere removed and 
then they w ere m arched naked to a sort of pla t­ 
form over there,” said Aloshin. 
“There they w ere 
shot down.” 
We a.sked him if there rem ained any Russians 
In Kiev w ho w itnessed the slay ings. 
“No. I don’t believe there w ere any Russians 
who saw them ,” he said. “You can understand th at 
the G erm ans w ouldn’t w ant w itnesses for such 
a crim e.’ 
P retty soon * crow d of peasant women and 


sm all boy s began to gather. 
We ask'ed them if 
they saw the shootings. 
They said they knew 
about them , but did not see them . 
We w alked into the ravine w ith the professor. 
“I don’t know w hat we’ll find,” he said, “be­ 
cause not long ago the Germans* came out here as 
the red arm y was advancing and burned the bodies 
in huge stoves.” 
Aloshin said the digging up of the bodies and 
the burning was done by Russian prisoners, some 
of whom w ent crazy after the grisly business was 
completed. 
We w alked along the ditch, which today seemed 
to be just sand. 
H ere and there w ere such things as fingers 
w ithout hand*. At another

PWST.H AR LINCOLN 
A recent issue of Barron’s National Business 
and Financial Survey lists Lincoln’s prospects as 
a post-war business and industrial center in the 
bottom bracket. 
Since its founding, Lincoln has 
not depended upon opinion ex pressed in New York 
City or other centers of population along the At­ 
lantic seaboard for growth. 
But a study of the 
survey , based upon shifts of civilian population, 
does no harm. 


Doctor Hauser, the assistant director of the 
Bureau of Census, in completing the study upon 
which Barron’s publication is based, classifies the 
metropolitan areas of the United States into 13 
divisions, according to prospects of post-war in­ 
dustry . 
Lincoln falls in class D-3, described as 
“ cities which lost population during the war and 
which in the light of past performance have little 
prospects ô f recouping the losses." 
In the same 
class are St. J oseph and Sioux City . 
And just 
above in class D-2, “ cities which grew very little 
or not at all during the war and which in the light 
of past performances have little prospect of rapid 
post-war growth," is Omaha. 


There is nothing of black magic or wishful 
thinking in Doctor Hauser’s computation. He simply 
takes population trends, starting in 1920 and run­ 
ning through till 1942. 
That is an old and rather 
painful story . 
Nebraska lost one congressional 
seat in the decade from 1920-30; and a second in 
the decade from 1930-40. 
Both hurt, and both 
mean that Nebraska now has only four members 
in the lower house, and frequently those four seem 
rather futile. The trend continued from ’40 through 
to the near close of 1943, and we may be jarred 
more by the loss of still another seat under the 
new census of 1940. 
There is nothing new in the observation “ Amer­ 
ica’s on the move; her industries are demanding 
constantly increasing proportion of the remaining 
civilian population; and that all forces, competing 
against one another, are making for significant 
population changes which will be ex tremely im­ 
portant in the post-war world." 
What Nebraska is has been achieved the hard 
way . 
There has been no great windfalls to at­ 
tract population to Nebraska. 
We got what we 
have by hard work and not by way of good for­ 
tune. 
At this time there could be less politics, less 
criticism, less energy spent in a partisan phony 
war on bureacracy , and a quiet little get-together 
of Nebraska leadership to take an actual inventory 
of post-war conditions. 
It shouldn’t be a repub­ 
lican gathering, and it shouldn’t be a democratic 
gathering. 
It should be a gathering of republicans 
and (democrats, equally distributed, if political am­ 
bitions w ill permit it, to talk over where w e’re 
going to wind up when all of the present business 
is over—and, what, if any thing, can be done 
about it 


H h a t th e D o eto r O rdered 
Upper and central New York state was digging 
out from under a record snowfall which broke all 
marks for this early season. 
Aside from the tem ­ 
porary disruption of travel and communication, 
and ensuing losses, it is what the doctor ordered. 
It has been abnormally dry in New York—so dry , 
hunting was forbidden in the state forests, and 
fears were ex pressed for water supply accumu­ 
lated in the reservoir.

In the national capital Sunday two Washington 
newspapers

We do not know whether Hugh Butler still is 
the unregenerate isolationist he was in the begin­ 
ning. 
What difference does it make? 
He never 
has been able to swing a great weight on the floor 
of the senate. 
But in between the time he first 
broke loose 
and

hour, he hasn’t 
strengthened his position. 
He was confronted with 
the denial by Nelson Rockefeller, in charge of 
inter-American affairs, who said that 600 m il­ 
lions, not six billions, had gone to these South 
American republics. 
He stands as he stood, firing 
every gun in his arsenal. 
It’s a rather nasty mess. 
If these South American countries desire to do 
so, they can toss plenty of bricks in the direction 
of Uncle Sam. 
Back through the y ears American 
capital has shown no hesitancy in grabbing valu­ 
able concessions for itself from these “ military tlic- 
tatorships,” which Butler say s pose as democratic 
governments. 
Americans, along with others, have 
grabbed off minerals and hardwoods and oil and 
agricultural lands and other resources and it is a 
rather sordid story in its entirety . 
Any attempt

Any deliberate course that 
jeopardizes it is unfortunate and stupid it would 
seem.

We have had in the past two 
y ears a wider survey of the popu­ 
lation to detect tubercul<X5Ís than 
ever before. The entire Army and 
Navy forces and a large propor­ 
tion of industrial workers have 
been tested. 
So an ever increas­ 
ing number of people are being 
advised to 
consult a phy sician 
about advice as to treatment. And 
in most cases that means 
the 
family phy sician. 
Family Phy sician’s Duty 
So whatever other interest he 
may have the family phy sician 
must be a specialist in tubercu­ 
losis. 
The detection of tuberculosis 
(of the lungs) in this mass survey 
has depended on the use of x -i'ay 
of the chest. That is the only safe 
and sure way of weeding out the 
active cases and the suspects. 
In 
Massachu.setts 
the 
Army 
alone has rejected more than 2,000 
men because of actual or suspected 
tuberculosis 
The active case is readily de­ 
termined by the x -ray and the 
procedure with them is the sim ­ 
plest of all the decisions in this 
field. They need sanitarium treat­ 
ment, and usually surgici% col- 


and segregation from the rest of 
the patients family until healing 
has taken place. 
Diagnosis of Suspected Case 
In the suspected case the pro­ 
cedure is more complicated. The 
diagnosis “ suspected” means that 
the x -ray man has found some 
hazy shadows that he is not per­ 
fectly sure of. The family phy ­ 
sician w ill probably want to order 
another x -ray study more careful­ 
ly done than is possible by mass 
x -ray ing , and make an ex am ina­ 
tion of the sputum and by the 
stethoscope. Also observation of 
the patient especially the daily 
temperature 
over 
a 
period 
of 
weeks 
w ill 
determine 
whether 
there is an actual active disea.se 
present or not. 
The decision of 
what form of treatment should be 
instituted w ill depend on the re­ 
sult of these studies. 
Tuberculosis of the lungs tends 
to increase in prevalence from the 
age of adolesence on. Or rather 
it tends to become evident. 
It 
hangs on if not detected or treated 
for many y ears, but in older in­ 
dividuals the disease is more a 
source of danger to others than to 
themselves; they have established 
an immunity which often carries 
them to ex treme old age. 
These new case finding methods 
have initiated a large scale attack 
on u n s u s p e c t e d tuberculosis 
among apparently healthy 
per­ 
sons. It is the duty as w ell as the 
opportunity of the family phy si­ 
cian to carry it through.

I T C A N BE TOLD! 
Considerable Time Spent 
m Lincoln By Movie Star 
BEFORE FLIGHT TO ENGLAND 


F YOU HAPPENED to have been 
tuned in on Walter Winchell's 
broadcast Sunday evening, you 
heard him tell of Captain Jimmy 
Stewart's safe arrival in England— 
But what Mr. Winchell didn't k now—or 
at least didn't tell, was that Captain Stewart 
and his squadron took off from Lincoln sev­ 
eral days ago. And that the story of Cap­ 
tain Stewart's temporary residence in Lin­ 
coln has been on ice for a long time, and 
has been a hard secret to k eep. 
Of course the officers at the air base k new 
—but w ouldn’t tell—The public relations de­ 
partm ent also k new —but w ouldn’t tell. 
In fact, 
everyone seemed to k now everything—and noth­ 
ing—about the film star. 
There was a good reason—and the reason 
was Captain S tew art w ho turned down any sort 
of publicity in a gentle but firm m anner—No 
pictures— no story—not even a reference to his 
stay here could b« m entioned until he had gone. 
“Please,” he would say in that easy-going- 
bordering-on-a-draw l-voice — “ I’m not in the 
service for publicity. 
Just as .seven or eight 
million other fellows. I’m here to do a job.” 
There w asn’t m uch use w asting tim e on 
Captain Stew art— But—there w ere the m em bers 
of his 
squadron— 
“How do you lik e C aptain S tew art?” was 
the stock question. 
“Well, it’s this way, we lik e him so m uch 
tha t w e w ouldn’t even ex press our opinion. 
We 
lik e him so m uch that we w ouldn’t w ant hirn to 
k now how much, or that we had m entioned it to 
anyone for fear he m ight think we were apple 
polishing, and tha t’s the one thing he w ouldn’t 
lik e. 
He just w ouldn’t tolerate ‘hand-shak ing.’ ” 
So, the story of the life of Captain Jam es 
Stew art of the arm y air corps, was going to be 
hard to get. 
Everyone already k new the essen-

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tial facts—that he w ent into the service as a 
buck private—finally was prom oted to corporal 
and then to a buck sergeant. 
Not that the cap­ 
tain didn’t k now plenty about {Slanes—he had 
had enough flying hours to earn his wings before 
joining up w ith the air corps—but it was his 
weight that k ept him an enlisted man for eleven 
months, or rather his lack of v/eight. for he had 
to gain num erous pounds before he finally could 
be commissioned. 
At present he is just barely 
over the w eight line. 
During some of his training Captain Stew art 
was at Salt Lak e City, and eventually cam e to 
Lincoln—He was here a few week s and then 
was sent to another air field—and finally back 
to Lincoln with his squadron for final grooming. 
But persistence usually uncovers a fact or so, 
and w’hile Captain S tew art’s men would not 
com m ent upon personalities, they did have an 
incident or two from which one could draw his 
own conclusions— 
There is the story, for instance, of the tim e 
the men had been m oving about a lot and had 
missed out on some pay days— Their pay finally 
caught up with them , but until it did some of 
them w ere som ew hat financially em barrassed. 
This tim e they w ere stationed at a field not far 
from a small town, but the tow n had a bank , 
and to the bank w ent Captain Stew art—took out 
enough m oney to pay his men. and told them to 
sk ip it until their pay arrived.

of synthetic tires. These will not 
be passeng er, but bus and truck 
tires, which will beg in to come 
out of tire factories some time in 
January. 
They will be hurried to the 
wheels of buses and trucks, now 
limping along on sharply reduced 
rations. Even in September, the 
allocation of 550,000 civilian bus 
and truck tires was inadeq uate. 
But now the fig ure has been re­ 
duced still further to 335,000 for 
November and December, 
Operators of trucks and buses 
are worried about the new tires, 
knowing that early 
tests have 
shown they do not stand up under 
heavy loads. This in soite of the 
fact that they are only 70 per 
cent synthetic, with an admixture 
of 30 per cent natural rubber. 
Result will be that truck and 
bus loads will have to be reduced 
all over the country. Since they 
are already operating above nor­ 
mal capacity, reduction of loads 
will mean reduction in the total 
performance of trucks and buses. 
Of course, the synthetics may 
prove to be better than tests have 
shown, but the trucking industry 
has its fing ers crossed.

Chaplain Brenner, who is a 
member of the Baptist denomina­ 
tion, said he is responsible for the 
moral and religious welfare of the 
men and that so far he has found 
nothing at the club, open since 
July 5 but which never has had 
a beer license, to make him think 
they will act otherwise than as 
law abiding men, 
T would rather, if they drink, 
that they go to a properly super­ 
vised place like the club, than to 
other places not so good,” he said.
